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Steelworkers Set 
To Demand Another 
Increase In Wages

NEW YORK— (ZP)— Philip M u r­ 
ray and his Steelworkers, arm ed 
with a declaration from the CIO 
convention to go after w age in­ 
creases regardless of the stabiliza­ 
tion program , will m eet in A tla n ­ 
tic City next week to shape their 
contract demands. 
The meeting, beginning W ed­ 
nesday, will be of significance to 
the governm ent, to industry, and 
to thousands of wage earners in 
and out of the steel industry, be­ 
cause of the possible impact of 
those dem ands 
on 
the 
nation's 
wage 
controls. 
Contract Runs Out 
Largely through the influence 
of M urray, who heads both the 
CTO and the Steelworkers, 
the 
CIO convention adopted a resolu­ 
tion which, in effect, poses a to r­ 
pedo at th e stabilization program . 
Before the convention ad jo u rn ­ 
ed yesterday, the delegates d e ­ 
clared th a t prices and profits w ere 
soaring and that 
wage 
earners 
w ere being asked to shoulder the 
only controls which w ere w o rk ­ 
ing. 
M urray 
blamed Congress and 
.Hie defense production 
act 
for 
that. 
However, he said that re ­ 
gardless of who was at fault, the 
w age stabilization board 
should 
not 
interfere 
with 
negotiated 


agreements. 
M urray and the steel industry 
are expected to 
begin 
contrac 
talks within a couple weeks. The 
contract of the million - m em ber 
steel union expires Dec. 31. 
Want $2 An Hour 
Just what M urray will try tor 
is still a big question, but around 
the convention the delegates w ere 
speculating that he wohld settle 
for a 10-cent hourly w age boost 
plus about four cents more in so­ 
called “fringe” benefits. 
His m em bers now average about 
$ I 90 an hour. 
U nder the governm ent's present 
policy, which allows increases in 
step with cost of living advances, 
the steel w orkers would be e n ­ 
titled to a boost of 
about 
Jour 
cents an hour. 
Tjney had most of th e estim ated 
12 per cent cost of living raise last 
veal-. 
M urray already has said 
four cents would be “very low ” as 
a w age dem and. 
Tn addition to asking for “sub­ 
stantial” wage increases for bis 
steel union, M urray is expected to 
request a union shop and a g u ar­ 
anteed annual wage.

East will be of no avail in 
the 
long run if it is intended to serve 
only the immediate objective of 
containing 
Soviet 
Russia, 
Dr 
Nicholas M. Efimenco of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan political sci­ 
ence department said in an ex 
tension series lecture 
here 
last 
night. 
Iran, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia 
and 
other countries in the Middle East 
need reforms in their land tenure 
and political systems so that the 
people can enjoy a higher stand 
ard of living, Dr. Efimenco said 
Financial aid should be directed 
toward improvement of 
agricul­ 
tural conditions, vocational train­ 
ing, and mass education for poli­ 
tical leadership and self-govern­ 
ment, he stressed. 
Communists Are Ready 
Corrupt political 
cliques 
con 
trol governments, and the people 
are losing faith in them, Dr. Efi­ 
menco continued. There is a grad­ 
ual trend toward political revol­ 
ution, said the speaker, who rais­ 
ed the question as to whether the 
United States would lend its sup­ 
port to the masses seeking these 
reforms, or make the mistake of 
aiding the established but oppres­ 
sive governments. 
“The Communists 
are 
well- 
trained, have direction 
and 
are 
waiting to take over the leader­ 
ship of a revolutionary movement 
there,” Dr. Efimenco said. “They 
won’t do it now, for it wouldn’t 
pay them to take over while con­ 
ditions are 
in 
such 
a 
chaotic 
state." . 
Dr. 
Efimenco 
outlined 
steps 
that the United States might take 
to give elective aid to the Middle 
East in the solution of its 
prob 
lems as follows: 
1. The United States must give 
up the idea of forcing 
Western 
democratic government upon Mid 
die East countries. Some modified 
form of government, adaoted to 
the traditions and attitudes of the 
people might be ipore effective 
2. 
Young lenders 
should 
be 
trained for 
responsible 
political 
leadership, as well as for technical 
duties. Many students, educated in 
the Western countries, fail to ad- 
iust their learning to the religious 
and social conditions noon their 
ret urn to the Middle East. 
3 We should 
axoid blunders 
like those 
we 
made 
when 
xve 
backed up British policy in the 
Tran oil and Suez canal crises. The 
American moves were bad diplo­ 
macy and ineffective. 
4. We must concentrate on long- 
range ohiectixcs to improx’e liv­ 
ing standards in the Middle East. 
a program that would require 15 
to 30 vears to approach fruition. 
Making Some Progress 
Desnite 
the outward 
appear­ 
ance of chaotic conditions, some 
progress has been 
made in 
the 
Mdidle East, Dr. Efimenco said. 
Eighty-fix e per cent of the people 
live on the land, of which only 
about fixe per cent is arable. The 
large landowners are a power in 
the governments. But some steps 
toward reforming the feudalistic 
land tenure 
system 
have 
been 
taken, he pointed out. 
In 
Iraq, 
lands were 
dix’ided 
and given to 10,000 peasant fami­ 
lies. In Iran, the Shah divided the 
family estates under a p l a n 
whereby the farmers 
could 
ac­ 
quire ownership. 
Unfortunately, 
the large landowners did nol fol­ 
low the Shah’s 
example. 
Land 
reforms also have been proposed 
in Egypt. 
Dr. Efimenco said the Point 4 


program offers a key to how the 
United States can build up friend 
ship in the Middle East. 
There 
was much appreciation expressed 
by the 
people, 
he 
said, 
when 
American money was used 
for 
public health work. Use of DDT 
in exterminating insects was es­ 
pecially appreciated. 
“No problem can be solved un­ 
less it is attacked in 
the 
rural 
areas,” Dr. Efimenco said. 
“The 
help must be given directly to the 
people. Money given to the gov 
emments is often squandered, and 
much reaches the pockets of the 
politicians.” 
Oil royalties have 
been 
used 
to some extent in improving eco­ 
nomic and social conditions in the 
Middle East, Dr. Efimencd report­ 
ed. In Iraq, a development board 
has been created to plan the ex­ 
pansion of school facilities, 
a 
transportation 
system, 
p u b l i c 
health 
and 
vocational training. 
The sum of $300 million has been 
earmarked 
for 
the next 
five 
years. 
Differences in Attitudes 
In studying the Middle East 
problem, consideration 
must 
be 
given to the nature of its long 
history, Dr. Efimenco 
continued. 
The Middle East was a part of the 
Ottoman empire.* The people are 
adherents of the Moslem religion 
which is linked to all secular ac­ 
tivities, much unlike the situation 
in the American democracy where 
the church is separate from the 
state. 
“The Middle East people cannot 
achieve a Western mentality over­ 
night,” Dr. Efimenco 
explained. 
“They have mental difficulties in 
adjusting themselves to 
modern 
conditions.” 
The speaker pointed out the in­ 
adequacies of the democratic forms 
of government in Iraq and other 
Middle East states. 
The masses of peasants, he said, 
do not identify themselves 
with 
their governments, and have nev­ 
er considered 
public 
affairs 
as 
their concern. They display an at­ 
titude of futility with 
regard 
to 
getting redress of their wrongs. 
The middle class, which is es­ 
sential to the effective working of 
a democracy, is absent in the Mid­ 
dle East, he added. 
Nationalism is rampant in 
the 
Middle East, Dr. Efimenco assert­ 
ed. Much of this situation can be 
blamed on the 
Western 
powers 
who, in 1919 after World War I, 
split up what was the Ottoman 
empire into several 
states, 
with 
no natural boundaries. 
Not All Nationalism 
Accompanying the wave of na­ 
tionalism has been 
the hostility 
toward foreigners who are actual­ 
ly just scapegoats, Dr. 
Efimenco 
said. Agitators have 
incited 
the 
people by charges of foreign ex­ 
ploitation. 
Dr. 
Efimenco 
added 
that ‘“throwing out the 
foreign­ 
ers” would harm the country and 
the people, for he pointed out that 
foreign capital has improved con­ 
ditions in the Middle 
East. 
But 
nationalism is not entirely an an­ 
ti-foreigner movement, as far as 
the masses are concerned, he ex­ 
plained. 
“It’s a way 
of 
demonstrating 
their satisfaction with social and 
economic conditions at home,” Dr 
Efimenco said. “The Nationalist 
have poor 
leadership: 
most 
o' 
them are religious fanatics Nor 
has any constructive ideas. But yor 
cannot fight this 
oroblem 
wit’ 
military weapons. We must 
\va; 
until 
sanity 
returns. 
We sha” 
need a good deal of patience in

Promote Good Neighbor Policy 
T 
HE sale of the M anistique paper mill 
by the Mead Corporation to the T ren­ 
ton Times Corporation of Trenton, N. J., 
announced Thursday, was an exceptionally 
well kept secret during the negotiations. 
Announcement of the sale was quite a sur­ 
prise because there were no advance ru ­ 
mors of the im pending transfer. 
M anistique businessm en met the new 
ow ners of the paper mill Thursday noon 
and welcomed them to the community. At 
th e sam e tim e the M anistique businessmen 
expressed their regrets that the Mead com­ 
pany was term inating its business affairs 
in M anistique. 
The Mead Corporation has done well by 
the M anistique Paper company. Extensive 
im provem ents to the property w ere made 
by the Mead company in converting the 
plant from new sprint production to the 
m anufacture of hanging paper and other 
specialty papers. 
O riginally constructed as a newsprint 
mill the M anistique plant will be recon­ 
verted to new sprint m anufacture with its 
product m arked for export to South A m er­ 
ica. It may be presum ed that the conver­ 
sion will in no way be detrim ental to the 
interests of the plant employes 
and

Signs O f III Omen In 
Reds' Air Challenge 
?T'HE air w ar in Korea has taken a newr 
turn in recent weeks. And it is raising 
v sm e uncom fortable questions about the 
J J itu s of the American air force. 
^Consider, for example, a raic^ over north­ 
-w est Korea not long ago by nine B-29’s. 
R ussian-built 
M iG ’s 
shot down three— 
one-third of the total—and damaged near­ 
ly all the rest. 
Though the num bers in­ 
volved were relatively small, aviation ex­ 
ports believe this incident 
casts 
serious 
f doubt on the future usefulness of the B-29 
•gainst jet interceptors. 
In further illustration of the handicap 
this famous bom ber faces in Korea today, 
on another raid eight B-29’s had to have 
the protection of no less than 112 fighters 
This 
huge 
ratio of fighters to bombers 
would once have been regarded as un­ 
justifiable. 
Plainly, it is now trem endously costly in 
terms of planes, men, fuel and money to 
send B-29's into combat against high-grade 
jets like the Russian MIG. By implication, 
the same handicap would face use of the 
larger B-36, a jet-assisted aircraft other­ 
wise powered by conventional engines. 
Thgse 
planes 
simply do not have the 
speed they need to fend off the streaking 
jet attackers. The only alternatives to em ­ 
ploying a heavy fighter screen are to use 
the B-29’s at night, to send them out to 
bomb by radar in w eather discouraging to 
fighters, or to bomb parts of Korea where 
fighters based in safe M anchuria 
might 
fear to go. All these tactics are being tried. 
But the m ere fact that they m ust be re­ 
torted to seems to be the handw riting on 
the wall for m edium and large convention­ 
ally powered bombers. Air Force men are 
said to be casting eyes covetously already 
toward the B-47, highly touted jet medium 
bomber just now getting into real produc­ 
tion in the United States. The B-47, how­ 
ever, is still a long way from readiness for 
war in Korea. 
In the m eantim e, our airmen will have 
to sweat it out w ith w hat they have. They 
face not only intensified use of enemy jets 
'but greatly stepped up Communist anti­ 
aircraft defenses. We are frequently losing 
planes to ground fire. 
, 
Since we are employing our air strength 
offensively, it is natural our losses should 
exceed the enem y’s. Too often this fact is 
obscured by the tendency of American 
battle accounts to lum p Red losses togeth­ 
er, as if there was no distinction between 
planes destroyed, probably destroyed, or 
merely dam aged. 
From 
the 
start of the K orean w ar in 
1950 up to October of this year, this coun­ 
try lost 536 planes to enemy action and an 
estim ated 667 through operational 
acci­ 
dents—a total of 1203. In the same period, 
we claim the Reds lost 324 in combat, and 
probably suffered loss of another 300 in 
accidents. 
T here are m any reasons for this show­ 
ing: the greater num ber of U. S. planes in 
com bat, their use in close support of troops 
(not m atched by the Reds), the sanctity of 
Com m unist bases from our attack, the Red 
anti-aircraft batteries, and our offensive 
tactics. 
But while it is plain why w e are losing 
tw o planes to every 
Com m unist 
craft 
downed, this story of air w arfare in Korea 
affords us no grounds for glib com placency 
over our superiority in the air. 
W ith the future of our existing bom bers 
in doubt, and Red defenses against all our 
craft m ounting in effectiveness, we had 
better face it: We are getting a real air 
challenge that has m eaning far beyond the 
lim its of barren Korea.

Vishinsky Rejects 
U. S. Peace Plan 
A NDREI VISHINSKY, foreign m inister 
of Russia, has scornfully rejected the 
proposals of the United States for world 
peace peace. It is not surprising that he 
has done so because the Russian govern­ 
ment consistently, since the end of World 
W ar II, has shown no disposition to get 
along amicably with the rest of the world. 
On the contrary, the Soviets have pursued 
a dangerous policy of aggression, of inter­ 
ference in the affairs of her neighbors and 
of other countries. 
The kind of international “peace” th at 
Russia wants is one which 
perm its 
the 
Reds to continue w ithout opposition a pro­ 
gram of world domination. 
Vishinsky’s 
own 
proposals for world 
peace reveal the unrealistic viewpoint of 
the Kremlin. Vishinsky proposed: 
1. 
An 
im m ediate 
arm istice in Korea, 
w ith troops w ithdraw ing to the 38th paral­ 
lel w ithin IO days. 
All 
foreign 
troops 
should leave Korea w ithin 90 days. 
2. The UN should declare the Atlantic 
Pact and m ilitary bases in foreign coun­ 
tries illegal. 
3. 
A 
world 
disarm am ent 
conference 
should be held by Ju n e I, 1952, to reduce 
arm ed forces and outlaw atomic weapons. 
4. A Big Five peace pact should be sign­ 
ed, including Communist China. 
Not a single one of these proposals can 
be accepted by the w estern powers as long 
as Russia constitutes the threat to freedom 
that it does today. Every step taken by the 
West 
in 
recent 
years—intervention 
in 
Korea, the developm ent of the A tlantic 
Alliance, a vast rearm am ent program —has 
been a step taken reluctantly but taken in 
recognition of Russia’s designs on world 
domination. 
It is an unfortunate, 
in fact, 
a tragic 
state of affairs, 
but the free world has 
come to the reluctant recognition that it 
cannot do business w ith Russia.

WHAT THEY FIGHT FOR 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
A United Nations sociologist, after three 
m onths’ research in Korea, concludes th at 
the United States still has a trem endous 
job to do in explaining to the fighting men 
in Korea w hat they are fighting for. This 
is hardly surprising in view of the state­ 
m ents by some political leaders at home 
that the w ar is useless, meaningless, phony 
and hopeless. 
It is none of these things, 
and every 
American soldier as well as every A m er­ 
ican civilian should know it. The aim of 
this w ar is not to gain territory; it is not 
to destroy Communist China (a task which 
could swallow up endless Am erican pow­ 
er); it is to stop a specific aggression, set 
up reasonable guarantees against the re ­ 
petition of that aggression, and thus estab­ 
lish the principle of cooperative free-w orld 
action to prevent aggression anywhere. 
Both m ilitary and truce efforts drive to­ 
w ard this end. Here is the boundary of UN 
aims in Korea, more im portant than anj 
Yalu River. Here is the victory for which 
there is no substitute—not the goal of un­ 
conditional 
surrender that spells global 
war, but the goal of collective security that 
spells global law.

Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON—W hen the 
secretaries 
of Army, Navy. A ir and Defense gathered 
at the W hite House w ith all the Pentagon 
brass hats for a full-dress discussion with 
General Eisenhower and the president, the 
param ount question in everyone’s mind 
was w hether Ike and H arry had discussed 
politics at their lunch. 
Neither of them dropped so much as a 
hint of w hat they discussed at their pri­ 
vate, face-to-face meeting. 
However, the 
president frequently gives him self aw:*y 
by his moods. When he is pleased by the 
shaping of events, he is jovial, relaxed, in­ 
formal. 
When he is displeased, Trum an 
is somber, quiet, dow n-to-business. 
At this conference, Trum an was defin­ 
itely down-to-business. 
Since the Euro­ 
pean picture is actually looking brighter, it 
probably w asn’t the cause of his somber 
mood. Instead, Trum an gave the im pres­ 
sion that he was disturbed over something 
that had passe dbetween him and Eisen­ 
hower. Several of those present couldn’t 
help but wonder w hether Ike had disclosed 
he planned to run on the GOP ticket. 
The 
meeting 
convened in the cabinet 
room, and started with the usual pleas­ 
antries. President Trum an beckoned Eisen­ 
hower to the seat Vice President Barkley 
usually occupies. 
“You sit where Mr. Barkley usually sits,” 
directed the president. 
“That is a pretty good job,” grinned Ike 
This was taken as a subtle crack at Ike’s 
alleged W hite House am bitions, and got a 
laugh from the group. 
Except for this brief banter, however, 
the meeting was right to the point 
and 
lasted less than an hour. It was chiefly a 
general sum m ary of the talks that had 
been going on in the Pentagon earlier that 
day. 
, 
Eisenhower presented his case in gen­ 
eral terms. He outlined his plan for build­ 
ing a m inute-m an force by the end of 1952, 
rath er than continuing the present, long- 
range, European mobilization program not 
scheduled for completion till the end of 
1954. In explaining the need for a change 
Eisenhower dw elt chiefly on his needs in 
Europe an dthe lagging m ilitary shipm ents 
from this country. European m ilitary p ro­ 
duction is far behind schedule, he reported, 
and our North, A tlantic Allies are using our 
retarded shipm ents as an excuse not to 
m eet their own commitments. 
REASONS FOR DELAY 
The secretaries and chiefs of staff of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force replied to Eis­ 
enhower, each explaining why his partic­ 
u lar service was too short of equipm ent to 
spare more for him. The general explana­ 
tion was that our own m ilitary production 
has bogged down—due to crippling striges, 
shortage of machine tools, and too much 
strategic m aterial going into civilian pro­ 
duction. 
When Eisenhower pleaded for m ore air 
power. Secretary for Air F inletter pointed 
out 
the 
trouble 
negotiating 
European 
bases, explained the bottleneck in jet pro­ 
duction at home, and declared flatly that 
Korea m ust have first priority. However, 
Secretary of the Navy Kim ball thought he 
m ight be able to spare one 
M arine 
air 
wing for Europe. 
Eisenhower also complained that an a r­ 
m ored division had been promised him, 
but still hadn’t been shipped. Secretary of 
the Arm y Pace and Chief of Staff Collins 
replied bluntly that they don’t have cer­ 
tain types of equipm ent to spare. 
Only conflict at the W hite House m eet­ 
ing occurred between 
Eisenhower 
and 
Chief Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson, and it 
was minor. 
Eisenhower kept emphasizing the vital 
neeqj of getting equipm ent to Europe be­ 
fore next sprong, and in this connection 
rem arked: “The greatest danger to the free 
world may come next spring.” 
Wilson broke in an dtried to assure him 
that production “would be rolling by next 
spring.” 
However, Eisenhower contended 
th at that w ouldn’t meet the big problem. 
He pointed out that forces and equipm ent 
are needed gefore next spring, not by next 
spring. Two or three times Ike complained 
that the United States was way behind in 
its commitments in both equipm ent 
and 
m anpower to NATO. 
The White House meeting was a digest 
of the previous Pentagon talks, 
a show 
Window for the president. Everyone recit­ 
ed, for the president’s benefit, w hat they 
had already discussed earlier in the day. 
W hile no decisions were made, all prob­ 
lems w ere thoroughly aired.

In Reverence and Hopefulness 
30 Years Ago The Unknown Soldier 
Of World War I Was Laid To Rest 


Exactly 30 years on Sunday the Unknown Soldier of W orld War I wras laid to rest in Arlington 
national cem etery.

Exactly 30 years ago today, on 
November ll, 1921, the Unknown 
Soldier of World War I was in­ 
terred upon a green 
hillside 
in 
Alington 
National 
.Cecetery 
to 
which untold millions since have 
come to stand in silent tribute. 
As the Nation marks this his­ 
toric occasion, plans have been in­ 
definitely postponed for the selec­ 
tion and entombment of the World 
War II Unknown. 
The 
World 
War II Unknown 
was to have been selected at In­ 
dependence Hall in Philadelphia 
earlier 
this 
year, with entomb­ 
ment at Arlington in May. 
The 
Department 
of 
Defense 
states that plans for those cere­ 
monies will be scheduled at some 
future date, since proceeding with 
the 
planned 
arrangements 
for 
paying homage to the Unknown 
of the Second World W ar “is not 
considered appropriate now.” 
The reason for the change in 
plans 
is 
directly related to the 
outbreak 
of 
the 
Korean 
war, 
which has resulted in thousands 
of new casualties. 
Rites at Arlington 
There will be special rites Sun­ 
day at Arlington to mark not only 
the 30th anniversary of the burial 
of the Unknown Soldier of World 
War I but to express the nation's 
tribute to the heroes of all wars, 
including the bitterly fought ac­ 
tion in Korea. 
On November 
ll, 1921, hopes 
were high that the sacrifices of 
World War I, eulogized so mov­ 
ingly on that day, would mean the 
beginning of a long era of peace, 
hopes 
that 
were dashed in the 
even 
greater 
conflict of W’orld 
War II. and again in the internat­ 
ional tragedy which has followed. 
When the time eventually comes 
for the selection of the new Un­ 
known to lie beside his compatriot 
of World War I in the great nat- 
tional 
cemetery 
.just across the 
Potomac from Washington in Vir­ 
ginia, it is likely that many of the 
precedents set 30 years ago will be 
followed. 
It was on October 24 of that 
year that the selection of the Un­ 
known 
Soldier 
was* made from 
among the bodies of unidentified 
Americans 
who died on French 
battlefields. 
The 
ground 
floor ol the City 
Hall in the town of Chalons-sur- 
Marne became the scene of the 
drama. With the strains of Cho­ 
pin s funeral march falling softly 
upon his ears. Sergeant Edward 
F. Younger, United States Army, 
walked slowly up and down be­ 
tween 
rows 
of 
caskets. In his 
hand he bore a bouquet of white 
roses. As he made the circuit the 
second time, he dropped the flow­ 
ers upon the casket nearest tile 
door. 
That casket was brought to the 
United States aboard the U.S.S. 
Olympia, the historic vessel which 
had bet'ii Admiral Dewey's flag­ 
ship. 
Harding Headed Cortege 
Throughout the day of Novem­ 
ber IO, 1921, the Unknown Soldier ' 
j lay in state in tile United States j 


I Capitol building. 
Silent throngs, I 


j including the highest officials of j 
this and other lands, filed past the j 
casket. 
Then on Armistice Day I 
many thousands made the short J 
journey 
to 
Arlington 
National I 
Cemetery from Washington. 
Headed by President Harding, 
afoot, the cortege moved slowly J 
down Pennsylvania Avenue. From j 
one end of the great thoroughfare 
to the other there was quiet, brok- | 
en only by the hoofbeats of the 
Fort My or cavalry 
But the silence was to be broken 1 


in the most dramatic incident of a 
day tense with emotional excite­ 
ment. 
ft 
came 
when 
ex-President 
Woodrow' Wilson, aged and broken 
in health, rode by in his own car­ 
riage. 
Spontaneous cheers were 
sent up by the watching throngs 
only to be stilled by the upraised 
hand of the World W ar I leader. 
At Arlington, representatives of 
every Allied power placed decor­ 
ations upon the casket of the Un­ 
known Soldier. 
In a voice which 
betrayed his deep emotion, Presi­ 
dent Harding delivered the address 
of the day, and he pinned to the 
flag which covered the casket the 
Congressional Medal of Honor and 
the Distinguished Service Cross. 
Today at Arlington, in the Amphi­ 
theater, one may see the scores 
of decorations received by the Un­ 
known Soldier in these last na­ 
tional rites. 
Guarded by Sentinels 
Each day since Nov. ll, 1921, 
the tomb has been guarded by sen­ 
tinels detailed from Fort Myer. 
And each day has witnessed the 
coming of hundreds and thousands 


of visitors to pay homage at this 
most sacred of our national shrin­ 
es. 
The num ber of visitors grows 
larger from year to year. 
Of those who led in honoring the 
Unknown Soldier 30 years ago to­ 
morrow, most now have joined 
him in 
eternal 
rest. 
Strangely, 
the worn and w eary Wilson was 
to outlive Harding, who seemed 
so full of life and health as he 
marched down the Avenue that 
day. 
Gone too are Briand and 
Foch and Balfour, and many more. 
On This anniversary a new gen­ 
eration of young 
A m ericans 
is 
making the suprem e sacrifice in 
the nation’s defense. 
The high 
hopes of 30 years ago seem to 
many to be naive in the light of 
subsequent events. 
Yet despite 
all of the disillusionm ent of those 
three decades A m ericans still hold 
firm ly to the belief that peace 
and a secure world order are pos­ 
sible by the united effort of free 
men everywhere. 
Toward that 
goal 
the 
whole 
strength of this land is dedicated 
in these new days of trial.

Power With Words

WHRE DID ‘HOBO’ COME FROM? 
The source of a considerable num ber of 
the words in our language, some of them 
quite new, have never been traced. Among 
these in the word “hobo,” which is so re­ 
cent that, according to “A Dictionary of 
Am ericanism s,” its first 
appearance 
in 
print was in 1889. 
A num ber of theories 
have been advanced to explain its origin, 
any one of which may be the true source. 
The following are the strongest contenders. 
Slightly less than four centuries ago the 
French musical instrum ent, the “hautbois,” 
crossed the Channel to England. Its name 
was literal, from “haut,” (Oh) high, and 
“bois,” (bw a) wood, because the instru­ 
m ent was made of wood and its tone was 
high. (Later, from Italian spelling, it ob­ 
tained its present name, “oboe.” ) The Eng­ 
lish, as they frequently did with French 
words, changed the spelling and called it 
“hoboy.” Accordingly, there are many who 
think that the American word “hobo” came 
somehow into use through w andering play­ 
ers of the “hoboy.” Jack London, who had 
a lot of 
first-hand 
experience 
among 
tram ps and vagabonds and 
who 
w rote 
m uch about them at the turn of the cen­ 
tury, was among those who had this be­ 
lief.

A 
second 
explanation 
credited 
th# 
source to the lum ber camp. French-C an- 
adians, they say, when felling a tree, in­ 
stead of giving the shout, 
"T im ber-r-r!” 
would cry, “Haut bois!”—literally,

to be “ho bo” in English, the theory is that 
the roving Canadian lum berjack came to 
be called a “hobo” by his English speaking 
fellow workers.

A theory of recent origin is that the 
word may have come from an ironic use 
of the word “beau,” together

Prof. Clara Laidlaw, formerly of 
Gladstone, a member of the Mich­ 
igan State College English depart­ 
ment wrote the short story, “The 
Little Black Boys,” to which movie 
makers just last month' bought 
screen rights, when she was a 
faculty member at the University 
of 
Michigan. 
It 
received 
tile 
Avery Hopwood award there in 
1942. 
Then,- the 
story, 
which 
was 
Miss Laidlaw’s first effort toward 
publication, was accepted by “The 
Atlantic Monthly.” 
Republished Often 
If there is anything upwards 
of 
The 
Atlantic 
Monthly, 
one 
might say that 
Miss 
Laidlaw’s 
story has been spiraling ever since. 
In 1943 it was published in tile O. 
Henry Memorial Prize stories, of 
which 
Mark 
VanDoren 
was 
a 
judge, and received first prize for 
being the first published story of 
its author. 
It was included in the 
Best American Short Stories for 
1943. 
In 1944 Whit Burnett included 
it in his anthology of great stor­ 


ie s of the human spirit, “The Seas 
of God.” 
It has been republished 
frequently since then, including 
“Our Father’s House” in which the 
editor says the story “is a marvel 
of art and excellence such as one 
does not encounter twice in a de­ 
cade of short stories.” 
Writing Recipe 
To write successful stories, Miss 
Laidlaw believes that primarily 
“You must have an interest in 
people and the ability to under­ 
stand and like them.” 
She says 
she endeavors in her writing to 
sustain a ’’high emotional pitch” 
so that readers, when they are 
through, will have shared an emo­ 
tional experience. 
“The Little Black Boys,” which 
concerns two Negro brothers, is 
a story of human values. 
It is 
probably unique in that while its 
central characters 
are 
Negroes, 
the racial element is only inci­ 
dental to the real reason for the 
story—the loneliness of each be­ 
ing and the effort to reach out 
to one another. 
It was written 
because 
the

“who were fenced in — with no 
avenue of escape.”
